WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
President Truman has ordered full 
speed ahead on European recov- 
ery, authorizing use of the full 
four billion dollars in Marshall 
plan grants by next April 2. 

‘The action, announced last night, 


shortens by three months the peri- 
od for which the money was ap- 
propriated. It means that the new 
Congress will be asked for a sup- 
plemental appropriation — about 
$1,250,000,000, by estimate of Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administrator 
Paul G. Hoffman—to carry ECA 
through June 30, the end of the 
fiscal year. 

Representative Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, promised swift action to 
fill the gap in the aid program. 
The veteran lawmaker is due to 
become chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee Jan. 3, 
which will put him in a position 
to give a powerful shove to an 
expected Administration request 
for the additional Marshall plan 
funds. 

Hoffman has stated ECA will 
spend at a slower rate in the next 
fiscal year, but so far has given 
no estimate. 

The ECA administrator dis- 
closed last month he would seek 
the speed-up and, in fact, has 


geared his spending to that expec- |

tation. es 
“Time to Hit Hard.” 
Hoffman told reporters that 
“substantial” progress now is be- 
ing made in boosting European 
production and exports, and that 


“now is the time to hit and hit, 


hard for recovery.” 

Congress last April 3 voted the 
four billion dollars for recovery 
grants plus another billion for re- 
payable loans. It specified that 
the money should cover costs up 
to next July 1—or 15 months— 
except that the President might 
authorize its use in ? months if 
he deemed it necessary. 

The White House disclosed that 
Hoffman asked for the speed-up 
on Oct. 29. His letter declared it 
to be ECA’s judgment that only 
such action would meet “the press- 
ing minimum needs” of the 16 
Marshall plan countries, the Allied 
zones of Germany and Trieste. 

Truman’s reply, dated yester- 
day, said: ; 

“After considering your recom- 
mendation, I deem it necessary, 
in order to carry out the pur- 
poses of the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Act of 1948, that the entire 
$4,000,000,000 be made available as 
recommended by you.” 

Does Not Apply to China. 

Charles G. Ross, Truman’s press 
secretary, said the speed-up did 
net apply to to the $275,000,000 
China aid program, separately ad- 
ministered by ECA, 

The Chinese appropriation was 
for 12 months. It therefore will 
run out simultaneously with the 
present European funds. Anoth- 
er $125,000,000 in a military aid 
fund for China is virtually ex- 
hrusted; ECA does not control its 
6 ~nding.

. Blockade the Big Obstacle. 

The blockade still stands as the 
main stumbling block in the whole 
crisis. The Western powers have 
said they would not negotiate on 
the currency question while the 
blockade remains in force. 

The American informant con- 
firmed the view taken by the 
three Western powers in their re- 
plies, announced yesterday, to a 
questionnaire by Argentina’s Juan 
Bramuglia, Security Council presi- 
dent, who has led the neutral ef- 
fort for the last two months.

BONN, Germany, Nov. 27 (AP) 
— Seven “suggestions” by the 
three western military governors 
have aroused resentment among 


delegates to the Bonn constitu-. 


tional assembly. 

The suggestions had the effect 
of warning the delegates against 
giving too much centralized pow- 
er to the government they are 
forming. 


A Christian Democrat (Con- 
servative) delegate commented: 
“We always favored a federal 
(decentralized) system, but from 
now on we are in a difficult posi- 
tion because the German popula- 
tion will look at federalism as an 
Allied invention to weaken Ger- 
many.” 

Communist . delegates went a 
step further by proposing the 
constitutional assembly dissolve 
itself because it now had been 
proven it is but “a creation of the 
occupation powers.” 


The Communist proposal was 
rejected when the Assembly de- 
cided to regard the suggéSstions 
as simply “an explanation” of the 
intentions of the six-power. Lon- 
don. conference which proposed 
the Bonn meeting. 

The aide memoire sent by the 
British, American and _ French 
military governors, stated: 

1, In a two-chamber system, 
one of the houses should repre- 
sent the individual states. 

2. The executive power to is- 
sue an emergency ordinance 
should be subject to quick legal 
and legislative re-examination.

Forrestal Recommended It Be 
Withheld for Security 
Reasons. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 
—The defense establishment said 
yesterday that Secretary Forres- 


tal recommended that the final 
official report on the i946 Bikini 
atom bomb tests be withheld from 
publication for reasons of nation- 
al security. The recommendation 
was made to President Truman. 

Bradley Dewey, a civilian mem- 
ber of the evaluation board which 
reported to the joint chiefs of 
staff, in an article in the Atlan- 
tic Monthly, called for publica- 
tion of the report as a step to 
prevent a future war. He said 
the report “has been sleeping at 
the White House” for months. 

In answer to queries by -report- 
ers, the defense 
said in memorandum; 

“The report of the joint chiefs 
of staff evaluation board for the 
Bikini tests, edited for publica- 
tion, was submitted to Secretary 
Forrestal with the comment of 
thé joint chiefs of staff that cer- 
tain recommendations it con- 
tained were outside their prov- 
ince of purely military assesé- 
ment. 

“After consultation with tne 
State Department, Secretary For- 
restal forwarded the report to the 
President, with the recommenda- 
tion that it be withheld from pub- 
lication for the present in view 
of the probable effect upon the 
national security.” 

The report was sent to the 
White House by Forrestal on 
April 6 of this year, Forrestal’s 
aid said in answer to a question.

Tito said the industrial changes 
simply would do away with too 
broad a program and mean the 
deepening of those efforts which 
will most quickly lead to a Social- 
ist state. He said, “We are not de- 
creasing the volume of the five- 
year plan though we are reorgan- 
izing and regrouping internally, 
taking what is most essential for 
our planned work.” 

Tito listed the first aim as con- 
centration on heavy industry and 
capital construction. Yugoslavia, 
he said, will set out to build fac- 
tories, foundries, oil drills, petro- 
leum plants, and coke ovens. But 
before that, he declared, it is nec- 
essary to build apartment houses 
for the workers and to create com- 
fortable living conditions for them 
so they will not change their jobs 
continually. 

The Premier contended Yugo- 
slavia is aiming toward the only 
kind of socialism he said can 
exist. 

“There are not two. kinds of 
socialism,” he said. “. . . There 
are many roads leading toward 

. socialism and they. are con- 
ditioned by special conditions of 
the country in question, by the 
stage of development in which the 
country finds itself, and even by 
the customs of the people created 
through long centuries in a coun- 
try such as ours. 

“That is why megalomaniacs are 
greatly mistaken. They are dc- 
ceived in thinking they can create 
socialism better than the socialism 
we are creating. 

“We shall sce in the very near 
future whether they were right or 
we are right. They will see they 
were mistaken and we are not 
mistaken.” 

Warning to Opponents. 

Tito virtually doomed both “cap- 
italistic remnants” and Cominform 
sympathizers who, he said,. refuse 
to “learn hw to behave ina coun- 
try which is building socialism 
and who continue to obstruct the 
Yugoslav program.” 

He said Communist -leaders 

should use two methods. with 
opposition peasants: “the method 
of persuasion by words” and, ‘if 
that does not work, then “by the 
method of persuasion on their 
backs.” He added, “I think ev 
one knows what that means.” 

Tito warned that those who still | 
support the Cominform against 
him “will get the same answer as 
the reactionary elements what 
attempted to oppose us.”

STALIN, MUSSOLINI 
“AND HITLER ALL’ 


Psychiatrist Asks Whether 
This Lay Back-of Dic- 
tators’ Cruelty.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP) 
—A psychiatrist said last night 
he has it from an eye-witness 
that Joseph Stalin, as a boy, was 
bossed around plenty by his old 
man—and didn’t like it a bit. 

Asserting that life with father 
was also rough on two other lads 
who grew up to be dictators — 
Hitler and Mussolini — Dr. Ed- 
ward A. Strecker of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania posed these 
questions: 

“Could it be that the cold, rigid 
father authority of their child- 
hoods conditioned in the dicta- 
tors a hatred of all authority 
other than their own? 

“Could it be. that, in their ruth- 
less behavior toward the help- 
less, the leading motif is revenge 
for the indignities and pain in- 
flicted upon them as children?” 

In a lecture at the National 
Naval’ Medica] Center, Strecker 
said: 

“Perhaps it is a coincidence, 
but, if so, it is a highly sus- 
picious one, that there is a sim- 
ilarity of pattern in the child 
lives of three dictators, Hitler, 
Mussolini and Sialin.

RESIGNS FROM RED 
SCIENCE ACADEMY 


LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP)—A Brit- 
ish biologist has resigned from the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences be- 
cause of what he termed attempts 


to “mutilate scientific truth” in 
the interests of Communist polit- 
ical creed. 

Sir Henry Dale, in a letter pub- 
lished in the Times, attacked the 
theories of genetics advocated by 
T. D. Lysenko, director’ of the 
Lenin Academy of Genctics. 
Lysenko, who teaches that ac- 
quired characteristics can be 
transmitted to succeeding genera- 
tions, has had his view adopted 
as official in the Soviet Union. 
Dissenting Soviet scientists have 
been warned to fall into line. 

In giving up his honorary mem- 
bership in the Soviet academy, 
Dale said it had restricted by de- 
cree all research and teaching in 
genetics to a “politically imposed 
orthodoxy.” 

He charged Lysenko’s theories 
were “a doctrine of evolution 
which, in effect, denies all the 
progress made by reggarch in that 
field since... early in the nine- 
teenth century.” 

Dale said there had been “many 
attempts to suppress or to mu- 
tilate scientific truth in the in- 
terests of some extraneous creed 
but none has had a lasting success; 
Hitler’s was the most recent fail- 
ure.”

., People, no matter how well qualified, 
cannot discharge their duties efficiently 
if hampered at every turn by an archaic 
organization structure. 

As the report of the Citizens’ Tax 

Commission pointed out, revising the 
eity charter is more difficult than writ- 
ing a new state Constitution because 
the framework of our city government 
must conform in all respects to the state 
Constitution and to the enactments of 
the state legislature. 
With new legislation needed, as Henry 
J. Schmandt emphasized in his letter 
Tuesday, it becomes vitally necessary 
that a start be made at once. Each 
day’s postponement means that we wait 
that much longer to find a solution to 
our pressing problems, financial and 
otherwise. 

A new charter is no cure-all for all 
the city’s ills. Careful, prudent, com- 
petent management will still be needed 
in every department of the city’s af- 
fairs, but an adequate and satisfactory 
government structure is at the very 
heart of good government. It is the only 
foundation on which we can operate 
our city efficiently. It offers the only 
assurance to our taxpayers that they 
Will receive their money’s worth for 


, their tax dollars. Economical operation 


is impossible in the welter of adminis- 
trative monstrosities found under the 
present charter. 

By all means let us proceed with the 
election of a Board of Freeholders, and 
by all means let us appropriate at once 
the $15,000 required to engage the Gov- 
ermmental Research Institute to assist 
with expert advice. St. Louis needs a

They 


deny, however, that their proposed construction 


would flood Big Spring at Van Buren so much 
of the time that this scenic wonder would be 
virtually destroyed. . 

The authority for the statement that Big 
Spring would be virtually destroyed is Edward 
L. Clark, director uri Geological Survey 
and Water Resources. Mr. Clark said the spring 
is never flooded in its natural state for more 
than two or three days at a time and would be 
flooded as long as months at a time under the 
Army Engineers’ plans. 

The Army Engineers’ report differs from Mr. 
Clark’s on both these points—natural and in- 
tended flooding. From 1922 to 1940, Big Spring 
was naturally flooded 94 times, and the average 
duration was 26 days, according to Col. T. A. 
Lane, engineer in charge of the Little Rock dis- 
trict. If the proposed construction had been in 
existence, Big Spring would have been flooded 
109 times and the average duration would have 
been 28 days, he says. This does not seem to be 
enough difference to complain much about. If 
Mr. Clark has different figures, he should bring 
them forward. 

In any event, the State Government should 
keep its eye on the Army Engineers and make 
sure that no proposed dam and reservoir that 
would adversely affect Big Spring is allowed to 
go to Congress without ample publicity and op- 
portunity for protest well in advance of action 
on it. 

As for the other springs, Col. Lane verifies 
their intended destruction under the Pick-Sloan 
plan. All of them are in Shannon county, and 
while Pulltight is almost inaccessible except by 
boat on the Current River, Round and Alley are 
among the most easily aecessible, the largest and 
the most beautiful of the mammoth springs of 
Missouri. At both these springs the beginnings 
of a state park have been made, and they ought 
to be preserved. | 

Dams and reservoirs are essentials of flood 
control. Disastrous floods can’t be curbed. by 
soil conservation measures alone, though some 
conservation extremists like to argue otherwise. 
Such talk only weakens the cause of soil con- 
servation by pretending that it can do what it 
cannot do. Furthermore, it blindly ignores what 
dams and reservoirs can do and are doing. 

There is enough place, and enough credit, for 
both methods, and they belong together. But 
there is also a place, in the engineering design 
for the development of Missouri and the Mis- 
souri valley, for natural beauty to be weighed 
along with other things of value,like flood con- 
trol, and electric power, and irrigation, and navi- 
gation and water supply. 

We are going to need to be shown that what- 
ever plans are made, sufficient weight is given 
to the natural beauties of Missouri’s springs. 
And Missourians obviously will want to give 
them more weight than the Army Engineers have 
given them so far. 


Unfair Auto Dealings 

On grounds of ‘adverse publicity,” General 
Motors has withdrawn the sales franchise of 
Kearney Oldsmobile ‘Co., the Washington dealer 
whose profiteering was studied by a congres- 
sional committee. The dealer’s attorney pro- 
tested that “they’re making the Kearneys scape- 
goats for the whole country. Every dealer is 
doing what they’re doing.” 

This statement is too sweeping as to the na- 
tion’s dealers, but it applies very well to the big 
automobile makers. The factories have shown 
marked tolerance, if not tacit approval, for 
profitzering dealérs so long as their offenses do 
not draw too much notice. The cult of “public re- 
lations” has displaced the rule of fair dealing 
with customers. 

So the automobile industry has fallen in very 
bad odor, and many citizens and members of 
the next Congress are in the mood for an en- 
forced fumigation. :

The St. Louis building code bars the Lustron 
all-steel house and wood-frame houses. Mayor

legalize them. | 
ae demonstration Lustron house in St. Louis 
county has attracted parades of visitors. It is 
efficiently and attractively designed. The Fed- 
eral Government has expressed confidence in 
the Lustron enterprise by lending it $25,000,000 
to develop moderately-priced, factory-fabricated 
steel houses. St. Louis, which is acutely short 
of such housing, should change the building 
code and make steel houses welcome. 

As to wood-frame houses, St. Louis has be- 
come something of a byword for monotonous 
adherence to masonry construction. “When it 
comes to political -preferment,” Edward Angly 
wrote in Collier’s, “St. Louis’ love is like a red, 
red brick.” This preference was valid so long 
as frame houses were sub tial fire hazards, 
but processes have been developed that make 
wood highly fire-resistant. The building com- 
missioner and the fire marshal have tested fire- 
resistant lumber and.found some of the proc- 
esses satisfactory. Therefore, the building code 
is due for amendment here, too. 

New building materials and methods are 
having troubles in some parts of the county as 
well as in the city. It behooves every munici- 
pality in the area to take another look at its 


own building code.

And certainly the 
verdict should put an end to Mr. Stemmler’s 
face-saving proposal to ask for a court ruling 
on the status of voluntary contributions. 

The case of the nine men was the first solid 
test on political contributions, and any future 
violator may expect sterner punishment. The 
Civil Service Commission’s handling of the case 
has given the merit system a heightened author- 
ity and prestige which should go far to prevent 
any recurrence of the offense. 


Money and Musie 

A permanent endowment fund to support the 
varied activities of the Boston Symphony is 
being created in honor of the orchestra’s retir- 
ing conductor, Serge Koussevitsky. An effort 
of such magnitude should be an example to St. 
Louisans who just now are being asked to raise 
$150,000 for their orchestra’s annual mainte- 
nanee fund. 

The virtues of the St. Louis Symphony have 
been recited frequently enough. Even when it 
plays old war-horses instead of breaking into 
new ground, it is one of the great orchestral 
organizations of the United States, the second 
oldest in fact.

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Behind a Routine News Item 

There is often much more in a news announce- 
ment than meets the eye on a quick glance. 
Take, for example, the statement that “H. Eliot 
Kaplan has resigned from his post as executive 
director and counsel of the National Civil 
Service League to become Deputy State Comp- 
troller for New York.” 

This sounds routine enough. Yet what it 
actually says is that Mr. Kaplan is retiring 
from an important work in which he has been 
engaged for 35 years in the public interest.

Laws Against Reducing Prices 


The Mirror 
of 
Public ‘Opinion 


Prices fell sharply in 1920-22 and 1929-33, but today the so- 
called “fair trade” law operates in most states; it forbids selling 
branded items below the manufacturers’ fixed minimum resale 
prices; about half the states also require stated markups above cost.

The cut-price war in Indianapolis by 
means of coupons has died down, but it 
served to focus attention again on retail 
price-fixing. ‘The coupons were mailed to 
Indianapolis families; with each coupon 
worth 10 cents on a purchase in certain 
chain stores. Inevitably, other stores also 
honored the caqupons at 10 cents each as 
long as the supply held out. 

The Indianapolis incident reealls the 
price wars following World War I and dur- 
ing the depression of 1929-33, In those two 
periods, depression and unemployment or 
part-time employment had reduced the 
spendable income of a great many families. 

Today, family incomes are high but so 
are prices. Retail price-cutting has been 
relatively scarce because commodities have 
been scarce, and sup- 
plies rather than 
consumer resistance 
to prices have been 
the chief worry of 
most retailers. 


Now, however, sup- 
plies have become 
adequate in many 
lines, and retail sales 
have suffered  be- 
cause of high prices. 
One men’s clothing 
chain has reported 
increased sales after a recent percentage 
price cut on its suits, Similar cuts may be 
postponed by the Christmas shopping sea- 
son; post-Christmas “sales” cutting deeply 
into pre-Christmas prices are predicted. 

Unlike price-cutting in 1920-22 and 1929- 
33, the situation today is complicated by re- 
sale price maintenance laws in effect in 
all except two or three states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. These laws allow manu- 
facturers to set minimum prices at which 
their products—if distinguished by a brand 
name, trademark, or otherwise and if in 
competition with similar products—must be 
sold at retail. Retailers who sell such 
products at less than the established price

are subject to legal action, whether or not 
they have signed price-fixing contracts 
with manufacturers. 


At first these laws applied only in intra- 
state transactions. Any price-fixing on an 
article originating in one state and sold in 
another was contrary to the federal anti- 
trust laws. 

Certain large manufacturers got around 
the anti-trust laws by making retailers 
their agents, shipping products to them on 
consignment, retaining title'in the products 
until sold at the specified prices. But that 
arrangement was impracticable for smaller 
producers. 

Then, in 1937, Congress passed, without a 
record vote in either house, the Miller- 
Tydings Act (technically a section of a 
District of Columbia tax bill). This legal- 
izes the fixing of minimum resale prices on 
brand products in interstate commerce, 
when sold in a state authorizing such price- 
fixing by its own law. 

Today legalized price-fixing is probably 
most prevalent in drugs. It is largely in- 
operative on foodstuffs; the chains have 
their own brands, prices mean more than 
brand names, competition is sharp among 
processors. 

Pressure for the state laws and the 
Miller-Tydings Act came primarily from 
small independent merchants. They argued 
not only that small business needed pro- 
tection against the merchandising chains, 
but also that the latter would cut prices on 
certain products (“loss leaders”) to attract 
customers: ‘These would buy other products 
at prices inflated to make up for the loss 
sustained on the cut-price products. 


Approximately half the states have en- 
acted also minimum markup laws. These 
forbid sales at less than the prices paid 
plus costs of operation. Such laws cover 
both wholesalers and retailers, unbranded 
as well as branded goods (sometimes cer- 
tain categories are exempt), and do not re- 
quire price contracts nor other agreements.

Housing Administrator Raymond 
M. Foley said, after the White 
House conference that they had 
discussed ways to get quick aid 
from both Congress and private 
industry to boost production and 
cut prices. 3 

Later, the government's housing 
and home finance agency said it 
was making progress in a plan to 
standardize building codes and 
materials. This plan, Foley ex- 
plained, is to help private industry 
by making available to it technical 
know-how worked up through gov- 
ernment research. 

Four-Point Program. | 

Foley's talk with Truman cen- 
tered around a four-point program 
which is to be offered to Congress 
probably in January: 

1. Federal aid for low-rent 
housing projects for low-income 
families. 

2. Federal loans and grants 
for slum clearance. 

3.. Federal aid to farmers for 
rural homes and repairs. 

4, Federal sponsorship of a 
long-range housing research pro- 
gram to help private industry. 

Foley said that in -addition to 
the legislative program, the gov- 
ernment will make a nation-wide 
effort to win co-operation of build- 
ers, lenders, labor and other inter- 
ested groups to stimulate more 
home construction at lower costs 
and rents. 

The housing legislation being 
planned is similar to the twice- 
beaten Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill.

HEROIC PERFORMANCE 
BY VIOLINIST NEVEU 


Sbe and Orchestra Brilliant 
In Brahms Concerto—

Ginette Neveu, the young 
French violinist who appeared as 
soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra yesterday after- 


noon in Kiel Auditorium, placed 
herself in the fronk rank of liv- 
ing interpretive artists by her 
performance of the Brahms Con- 
certo. What gave it greatness 
was its soaring breadth of line, 
its unremitting passion nd its 
chiseled perfection of detail, 

In some respects it was a per- 
formance of notable omissions. 
The yeasty Brahms, with a heart 
as big as all out-of-doors, was re- 
spected only to the extent that 
his lyrical expressiveness could be 
made a part of a monumental 
over-all design. There was no 
pathos for its own sake; Miss 
Neveu excluded most of those 
minute expansions and contrac- 
tions of sound that stir the senses 
with or without reason. She 
Played with a big tone but a fine 
one and relied for the success of 
her projection on making every 
part, however small, contribute to 
the logic and the architecture of 
the whole. 

Bold Entry. 

But whereas her playing was 
unsentimental it was always in- 
tense. From her first bold, in- 
cisive entry it was evident that 
her intentions were heroic and 
aristocratic and it was also evi- 
dent that any wavering from this 
purpose would make what hap- 
pened later seem commonplace if 
not weak. As it happened every- 
thing was kept up to this original 
point of tension and even the can- 
tilena passage, while beautiful, 
limpid and fluent, was worked 
into a general purpose of making 
the concerto a dramatic poem. 

So far as the technica) elements 
of her playing were concerned 
Miss Neveu was immaculate. In 
color her tone had a prevailingly 
silver brilliance. Articulation was 
as clear as the lines of an etching 
,and was consistently in tune, At- 
tacks and release were sharp, And 
her strong rhythmic sense nat- 
urally played an important part 
in giving her performance its 
great vitality.

The Reserve Board report fol- 
lowed closely one by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce showing total 
retail sales for October were 
slightly below September, after 
allowing for seasonal factors, and 
little changed from the level of 
the preceding four months. 

Nevertheless, the Department of 
Commerce estimated October sales 
at $11,580,000,000 and said they 
were 6 per cent above October 
1947, as well as 239 per cent above 
the 1935-39 average.

Jesse Jones, former head of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, showed mock concern yes- 
terday in United States District 
Court over losing $420 in witness 


fees, but shed no light on a $4000 
poker pot he allegedly lost. 

Earlier this week United States 
District Judge Samuel Kaufman 
ordered Jones to appear in court 
after an attorney said in an affi- 
davit that Jones, reportedly too ill 
to testify, had played poker until 
2 a.m, Nov. 17. 

The affidavit, filed with Kauf- 
man, said: “The stakes ranged as 
high as $4000 a hand and on one 
occasion the said Jones backed a 
straight in a pot Involving approxi- 
mately $4000 against four fours.” 

An earlier affidavit submitted 
to Kaufman by a Park avenue 
physician said Jones was suffering 
from a severe heart condition. 

Called by Both Sides. 

Jones was called as a witness 
by both sides in a $6,000,000 suit 
by James A. Moffett, former fed- 
eral housing administrator, against 
the Arabian American Oil Co. 
Moffett claimed the $6,000,000 for 
services which he said led. the 
British Government to lend $10,- 
000,000 to King Ibn Saud of Saudi 
Arabia. 

Jones, a pre-trial witness, was 
questioned for about an hour and 
a half yesterday about his knowl- 
edge of Moffett’s attempts to get 
financial aid for the Saudi Ara- 
bian ruler from either the United 
States or the British governments. 

He said his memory was vague 
about whether he mentioned to 
British representatives in 1941 the 
question of financial aid to Saudi 
Arabia. The British at that time 
were negotiating for a substantial 
collateral loan from the United 
States. 

Jones said he kept no diary 
while in President Roosevelt’s 
cabinet because he was “too busy.” 

“Besides,” he said, “I didn’t 
plan to write a book like Mr. 
Morgenthau (Henry Morgenthau 
Jr.. former treasury secretary) 
and some others and I kept no 
dictaphones in my desk—I’d like 
to put that in too.” : 

Asked half way through the ex- 
amination if he was well enough 
to proceed, Jones replied: 

“Shoot right along. If I get 
tired, I'll holler. I feel tired but 
I won’t holler yet.” 

Testimony on Note.’ 

William Power Maloney, at- 
torney for Moffett, asked about a 
note dated July 18, 1941, which 
read: 

“Dear Jesse, will you tell the 
British I hope they can take care 
of the King of Saudi ,Arabia— 
this is a little far afield for us. 
F.D.R.” 

Jones said: “I scribbled the 
note during a cabinet meeting, 
handed it to the President and 
asked him to write it down in 
his own handwriting so I could 
let them know it was his decision 
as well as mine.” 

At the end of the testimony, the 
judge said he would entertain a 
motion to dismiss subpenas issued 
by both sides to Jones, calling 
for his appearance on Jan. 10, 
the date set for trying the case.

Curtis, in a statement, indicated 
he believes the bureau has given 
tacit approval to the system. He 
agreed with Priest that it means 
the amount of taxes saved by any- 
one using the “incorporation” 
method will “have to be dug out 
of the pockets of thousands of 
small taxpayers.” 

Last Nov. 12, Senator Styles 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
announced he had asked the In- 
ternal Revenue Department for a 
full report on any “capital gains” 
transactions that might enable 
radio performers to pay lower 
taxes. 


Sidetrack Taft.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. 


HE word.being quietly passed 
among Republicans of the 
Eighty-first Congress is wait 
and see. . 
A Senate policy committee meet- 
ing originally scheduled for next 
Monday has been indefinitely post- 
poned until Senator Taft, policy 
chairman, returns from Europe. 
On the House side, Speaker 
Martin is telling his people that 
there is nothing they can or ought 
to say until they see what pro- 
gram President Truman sends to 
the Hill. The speaker is assum- 
ing that he will return-to his old 
post as minority leader. 
Actually all the House leader- 
ship will slip back, virtually un- 
changed, to the Seventy-ninth 
Congress setup with Representa- 
tives Rayburn and McCormack 
swapping jobs with Martin and 
Representative Halleck. But on 
the Democratic side the leaven 
of the election will be working 
in committees and on the floor 
where New Dealer Rayburn can 
look forward to the kind of sup- 
port that began drifting away 
from him in ’44. ° 
Situation in House. 

House Republicans present no 
such clear picture. They have had 
a body blow, as the repudiated 
EFightieth Congress was largely 
their work, and they are not min- 
imizing the extent of their defeat. 
They can't: 75 incumbent Repub- 
licans were beaten, including Rep- 
resentative Knutson, the tax-cut- 
ter, and Representative Gearhart, 
who knifed the reciprocal trade 
agreements. o 

There does not exist, however, a 
body of liberal Republicans on 
the House side to capitalize on 
this situation. It can be said for 
Martin and Halleck that they did 
not lead their flock anywhere in 
the last two years that it did not 
want to go. <A breakdown of 
House Republican voting records 
in the Eightieth Congress showed 
that only the merest handful 
failed to go along with the leader- 
ship on virtually every measure, 
great or small. 

After Nov. 2 the substantial seg- 
ment of liberal Republican Sen- 
ators began calling for a change; 
the House simply cannot furnish 
a like group of equal stature. 

Taft's Following. 
Probably not until the roll calls 
start will it be possible to tell 
what the 173 House Republicans 
feel the election told them. And 
their most vigorous and articulate 
members remain the convinced 
conservatives. 

As the G.O.P. Senators talk 
among themselves, no rea] pros- 
pect appears that Taft can be dis- 
Placed from any post he really 
wants. He apparently has not 
confided in any of them what 
that is; perhaps he is waiting un- 
til he has seen the operations of 
the Marshall Plan in Europe. 

Senate insiders calculate that 

there are a dozen to 15 Seflators 
who will go down the line for 
Taft; they do not see a figure in 
the other camp who can rally 
any such strength. It is, of course, 
always a weakness of liberals that 
they are individualists who find 
teamwork hard; hence they often 
do not have an _ effectiveness 
comparable to their merits. 
Some efforts have been made to 
interest congressional Republi- 
cans in a party conference but 
their general reaction has been 
skeptical. They seem to prefer 
to lick their wounds quietly, al- 
low the personal resentments 
against Gov. Dewey’s manner of 
campaigning to subside, and see 
if President Truman won’t make 
some useful mistakes.

Law Requiring Congress 
to Set Limit on Spend- 
ing Is Unworkable, He 
Says.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP)-~ 
Representative Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, the prospective. chair- 
man of the House Appropriationa 


Committee, said today Congress 
will practice “Spartan economy” 
on the Government budget. 

Cannon said also that the sys- 
tem of fixing a definite congres- 
sional ceiling for federal spending 
just doesn’t work. He plans to 
offer a bill to change it soon after 
the new Congress meets in Janu- 


Cannon isn’t ready to say 
whether Congress actually can 
make a substantial cut in the 
budget President Truman proposes 
the first of the year. That depends 
partly on how much will be need- 
ed for military expenses and to 
help other countries combat Com- 
munism. 

Yet he is counting on whacking 
the spending program elsewhere, 
if necessary, in order to keep the 
Government out of the red and 
make some payMents on the na- 
tional debt, 

The Appropriations Committee, 
he said, always has prided itself 
on being able to trim the budget. 
He said the budget usually is the 
asking figure and Government 
agencies don’t expect to get as 
much as they request. 

Present Plan “Unworkabie.” 

Cannon wants to amend the 
Congressional Reorganization Act 
in order to get rid of the require- 
ment that Congress fix its own 
limit on Government spending 
each year. 

This law says that when the 
President sends up his budget for 
Government expenses every year, 
Congress must look it over, then 
work out its own figures on. what 
federal income is likely to be and 
what the limits should be on ap- 
propriations and spending. 

The figures are the “legislative 
budget.” They are a target for 
Congress to shoot at. They are 
recommendations only, and not 
binding on Congress. 

Cannon told reporters this plan 
has been “wholly ineffective” and 
has proved “unworkable and im- 
practical.” 

Instead of having the Appropri- 
ations Committee and Congress 
put in the position of not comply- 
ing with the law on that point, 
Cannon said the act should be 
amended. Most members of the 
Appropriations Committee, he 
said, apparently feel much the 
same way. 

The present Congress is the first 
to operate under the reorganiza- 
tion law, which, among other 
things, reduced the number of 
committees. , 

Last Year’s Experience. 

Last year, Cannon recalled; ‘Tra 
man’s budget estimated the Gov- 
ernment costs of $37,700,000,000 for 
the fiscal year starting July 1, 
1947. The House, he said, voted to 
try to cut the total by six billion 
dollars. The Senate insisted on 
only a $4,500,000,000 slash. 

Neither gave in, so there was 
no legislative budget for that year. 

For the year beginning July 1, 
1948, Truman proposed expendi- 
tures of $39,700,000,000. Cannon 
said that after he did some strong 
“needling” about ignoring the re- 
organization law, Congress finally 
agreed on a legislative budget that 
was $2,500,000,000 lower. 

Thereafter, Cannon said, Con- 
gress “gave no heed or attention 
to it and entirely ignored it in 
He consideration of appropriation 

ills.” 

The legislative budget has pro- 
duced plenty of arguments, with 
Democrats and Republicans ac- 
cusing each other of using “phony” 
mathematics in figuring Whether 
or not the presidential budget has 
been trimmed.

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HERTENSTEIN'S

Judge Takes Case Under 
Submission, Allows 
Time for. Filing of 
Briefs. 


.Charles Hertenstein’s appeal to 
circuit court from the action of 
the Civil Service Commission, . dis- 
missing him from tke office of 
administrative assistant to the 
Mayor, was under submission with 
Judge Harry F. Russell today. An 
unspecified time has been allowed 
for filing of briefs by Herten- 
stein’s counsel] and counsel ‘for the 
commission, following the hearing 
of arguments in court yesterday. 

Two main points were stated by 
Judge Russel] as the issues in the 
case, as viewed by him: , 

1. Has the Civil Service Com- 
mission the right to dismiss Hert- 
enstein? | 
2. Wasa fair hearing given in 
the case? 

No Notice Given, Says Lawyer. 

Hertenstein’s attorney, State 
Senator David E. Horn, told the 
court yesterday that Hertenstein 
was summoned to a Civil Service 
Commission hearing last May 27 
as a witness. Without prior notice, 
he added, Hertenstein became the 
defendant, when at the opening of 
the commission hearing, he was 
told that charges of political ac- 
tivity were made against him. 
The commission then heard the 
charges, which related to the al- 
leged attempt on the part of Hert- 
enstein to bring out a candidate 
for committeewoman in one ward. 
The commission found him guilty 
and ordered his dismissal. The 
order, however,: was stayed pend- 
ing the outcome of his appeal to 
the circuit court. 

Thomas F. McDonald, who was 
employed as attorney for the com- 
mission after the case was taken 
to the courts, argued yesterday 
that in administrative procedure 
the same degree of formality of 
notice as in criminal and civil 
cases is not required. He said 
that Hertenstein had had notice 
of the fact that an investigation 
was being made of his alleged 
political activities by reason of 
newspaper articles, which appeared 
last April 29. These articles con- 
cerned the taking of a deposition 
from Hertenstein by City Person- 
nel Director R. Elliott Scearce. 

Judge’s Comment, 

Judge Russell, commenting on 
the action of the commission, said, 
“I don’t understand the commis- 
sion’s action in denying counsel 
for the defendant time to marshal 
his defense. Nor do I understand 
how a man summoned as a wit- 
ness could then and there become 
defendant.” 

In yesterday’s editions of the 
Post-Dispatch, an erroneous im- 
pression was created that McDon- 
ald was counsel for the commis- 
sion at its hearing on the Herten- 
stein matter. Also it was erro- 
neously stated that Judge Russell 
commented. unfavorably on the 
action of the commission and its 
counsel. This was not the case, 
since McDonald was not counsel 
for the commission during the 
nine-day period covered by the 
Hertenstein hearings last May and 
June.

CLOSER BONDS URGED 
BETWEEN U.S., BRITAIN 


Former Lord Mayor of 
Birmingham Discusses Af- 
fairs in England. 


If there were a “European ex- 
plosion” tomorrow, England would 
stand up-to it as in 1914 and 1939, 
Norman Tiptaft, former Lord 
Mayor of Birmingham, said last 


night before the St. Louis branch 
of the English-speaking Union at 
a dinner at the University Club. 

“The picture of an England 
down and out, whose only hope of 
surviva] is the kind-hearted char- 
ity of those who can afford to 
give to beggars, is not a true pic- 
ture of Britain,” he said. 

“We shall get on our féet. It is 
to our interest to do so as quickly 
as possible. After all we are not 
far from Russia. 

“In 1938 we got caught on a pol- 
icy of appeasement. We don’t 
suppose anybody would like to 
fight us now, but we're getting 
ready just in case.” 

Urging a closer relationship be- 
tween England and the United 
States, Tiptaft stated: “given 
your tremendous production ca- 
pacity and our bases spread all 
over the world, your nation and 
mine are capable of maintaining 
a perfect peace and handing on 
to those who are to come a finer 
world than that which has been 
our world to live.” 

The speaker expressed gratitude 
for American assistance to his 
country, saying “there was never 
a time when we more urgently 
needed help to stand on our own 
feet.” He told how the English 
people were living with shortages 
of food, many items of which are 
rationed; clothing and housing, 

“Transport is not alway easy,” 
he said. “Labor is short; tires 


is severely rationed. 

“But Britain is at work. Our 
production ig greater than in the 
prewar years; exports are “40 per 
cent above 1939; we will ship out 
more than 20 million tons of coal 
this year.” 

Tiptaft, Lord Mayor of En- 
gland’s second largest city in 1941 
and 1942, is a retired industrialist. 
He is making a lecture tour as a 
private citizen, not as a repre- 
sentaive of the British Govern- 
ment.

AFTER THIS brief respite, I 
plunged back into the session ar- 
guing over the very important 
Article 27 of the Declaration of 
Human Rights. This is the ar- 
ticle in which the duties of in- 
dividuals to their neighbors and 
their communities are set forth. 


We were, however, permitted to 
leave before the session’s end— 
mainly because, I think, the chair- 
man was appalled at the number 
of speeches scheduled for debate 
on this article. He undoubtedly 
thought it would be better if all 
of us retired for a short rest and 
started over again the next morn- 
ing. 

His judgment, if it was such, 
paid off, for the next day article 
27 was voted on and passed with- 
out incident. , 

It reads: 


“Everyone has duties to the 
community in which the free and 
full development of his personali- 
ty‘is possible. 

“In exercise of his rights and 
freedoms everyone shall be sub- 
ject only to such limitations as are 
prescribed by law solely for pur- 


poses of securing due recognition. 
and the respect for the rights of 


others and just requirements of 
morality, public order and general 
welfare in democratic society. 


_ “These rights and freedoms can 
in no case be exercised contrary 
to purposes and principles of the 
United Nations.” 


The American delegation sug- 
gested inclusion of the. words 
“rights and freedoms” in the sec- 
ond paragraph because it has been 
used so frequently in the declara- 
tion it was felt it also should be 
included in this paragraph for 
consistency. 


Another change, a rather exten- 
sive one, also was made in this 
paragraph by the delegate from 


Uruguay. He suggested the origi- 
nal words “necessary to secure” 
be replaced with “prescribed by 
law solely for the purpose of se- 
curing. «+ .” 

Though this was accepted, it 
troubled many of the commission 
members, for they felt that this 
article should have moral and 
spiritual force behind it and that 
to limit it to “prescribed by law” 
was a mistake.

THE ARTIGLE, incidentally, is 
very important, for it conditions 
practically every other article in 
the declaration of human rights. 

The USSR, of course, had 
wanted to say in this article—as 
well as in every other one—that 
the law of the individual country 
must govern rights that were de- 
clared or that these rights could 
only be obtained in measure in 
which laws of the country per- 
mitted them to be obtained. 

In this point, the committee as 
a whole has not agreed. Since. 
this is a declaration of the rights 
of the individual human being 
and since we are setting stand- 
ards toward which all nations of 
the world shall strive, it does not 
seem wise to drag in legal points 
of the many different legal sys- 
tems as represented in some 58 
countries. 

In some cases, however, relig- 


ious differences and customs of 
the various countries will have 
to be considered. You can be sure 
that careful consideration will be 
given when the declaration is 
translated into five different lan- 
guages.
